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REPORT. 



To the Hon. H. H. Markham, Governor of the State of California: 

As directed by law, the Trustees of the Napa State Asylum for the 
Insane respectfully submit a report of the condition of the institution 
for the two fiscal years ending June 30, 1894. 

The last Legislature appropriated $400,000 for maintenance for the 
two fiscal years ending with June 30, 1895. But one half of that 
amount, the sum of $200,000, was available to meet the expenses of the 
fiscal year which ended with June last. The expense for maintenance 
for that year was $198,862 50, leaving a balance undrawn, which is 
available for the current fiscal year, of $1,137 50. Vouchers for all 
expenditures are on file in the office of the Treasurer, except those for 
the Contingent Fund, which are on file in the office of the Resident 
Physician. 

The appropriation for maintenance for the two fiscal years ending with 
June, 1893, was $408,800. It will be seen by the Treasurer's report 
herewith submitted, that the expenditures for maintenance during those 
fiscal years were $408,141 82, leaving a balance of $658 18 unexpended, 
and hence not drawn from the State Treasury.

The receipts of this fund for the two fiscal years ending June 30, 
1894, amounted to $35,308 51, against $32,904 85 for the two fiscal years 
ending June 30, 1892, showing an increase of $2,403 66. The amount 
received from board of pay patients was $31,079 95. The amount 
received from this source for the two preceding years was $27,511 60, a 
gain in the last two fiscal years of $3,568 35. While this shows better 
collections for the last two years, there is yet left a broad margin for 
improvement. Only a little more than 5 per cent, or about one in 
twenty, of the patients in this asylum pay the charge of $15 a month 
required for board of those who have means. 

Since our last biennial report there has been no change in the medical 
staff' or other officers at this asylum. On the 20th day of December, 
1892, John Q. Brown, who had been a Trustee of this asylum for nearly 
nine years, died suddenly at his home in the city of San Francisco. 
The demise of Mr. Brown was a severe loss to this institution. He had 
been an esteemed citizen of California for more than forty years, and 
had honorably filled many responsible positions, both State and munici- 
pal. His strict integrity, great experience, and fine business capacity 
made him a wise counselor and a valuable member of this Board. 

Among the much needed valuable improvements madfe, your atten- 
tion is specially called to the construction of a convenient, capacious 
kitchen, a scullery, cold-storage room, meat-room, and a large, commo- 
dious barn, all having been built from stone quarried from a ledge near 
by, on the asylum premises. Much credit is due to the Resident Physician, 
Dr. Gardner, in designing admirable plans for the erection of these 
buildings, with a perfect system for their equipment. 

The'Board respectfully calls your attention to the interesting, instruct- 
ive report of the Resident Physician, published herewith as a part of 
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this report. The number of patients in the asylum June 30, 1894, was 
1,335, which is 71 less than the number in 1892. In compliance with 
an Act passed by the last Legislature, on the 31st of July, 1893, 40 
patients were transferred from this institution to the San Bernardino 
Asylum. On the 13th of December of the same year, 60 patients were 
transferred to the Mendocino Asylum. The daily per capita cost for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1893, was 39f cents. For the last fiscal 
year it was 39f cents. The daily per capita expense of maintaining 
patients at this asylum for the last six years has been a slight fraction 
over 40 cents. This is a reasonable per capita expense and compares, 
as all of the asylums of this State do, very favorably with the expense 
of maintaining the insane in similar institutions of the Eastern States. 

California supports too many people in her insane asylums. These 
institutions are crowded, to the detriment of a proper successful treat- 
ment of the curable insane, and made unduly expensive by maintaining 
a great many persons — cases of harmless chronic mental unsoundness 
and mere imbecility-who ought to be supported elsewhere. This is a 
twofold evil: While it imposes oppressive taxation upon the people of 
the State, it officially exaggerates the number of our insane, imparting 
to California an unfavorable reputation abroad. 

As the two new asylums are being rapidly filled, their capacity to 
accommodate more patients will soon be exhausted, when the older 
asylums, which are being blessed with a little temporary relief, will 
soon become more crowded. 

The Board estimates the average number of patients for the two fiscal 
years ending June 30, 1897, at 1,400. Computing»sthe cost on a basis of 
40 cents a day for each patient, makes $408,800, the amount we respect- 
fully ask the Legislature to appropriate as maintenance for this asylum. 

The sewerage of the asylum is a menace to the health and lives of the 
patients, officers, and attaches of the institution and is a nuisance that 
ought to be speedily abolished. 

Plain, convenient, but not expensive cottages are needed for the physi- 
cians and their families. The apartments occupied by the three 
physicians and their families embrace a section of the building of ample 
capacity, when converted into wards, to furnish room for fully 100 
patients. While the expense in building this asylum shows a cost of 
more than $1,200 to each patient as now occupied, and an outlay of 
some $125,000 for these apartments, the physicians and their families 
would delight to vacate them to reside in neat and convenient cottages. 
By avoiding the tedious, expensive requirements of the law governing 
the construction of all State buildings costing over $3,000, these cottages 
can be built within the strictest lines of economy and at the very best 
advantage to the State. We therefore ask the Legislature to authorize 
the Board to build from the Contingent Fund, at a cost of not exceed- 
ing $3,000 each, suitable cottages to be occupied by the physicians and 
their families, in lieu of the apartments they now have in the asylum 
building.

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ESCAPES. 

Very few have occurred during the past two years. When we con- 
sider the liberties allowed our patients, coupled with the large number 
that are employed upon the farms, gardens, and various working 
departments, I think we have just reason to believe that judiciously 
selected employment constitutes one of the best therapeutic measures in 
the treatment of the convalescing insane, and one of the best guards 
against violence and destructiveness among those who have passed 
onward into the chronic stages of the disease. I may add that we had 
daily employed at this asylum during the past year about four hundred 
patients, and we intend to increase the number employed as rapidly as 
circumstances will permit. 

steward's REPORT. 

1 would respectfully refer you to the report of the Steward, J. M. 
Palmer, for a full and concise account of all that pertains to that depart- 
ment. 

METEOROLOGICAL REPORT. 

I would also call your attention to the above-named report, as show- 
ing the average mean, maximum, minimum, and highest and lowest 
temperatures per month and per year, from March, 1876, to June 30, 
1894, also rainfall for the same length of time. These valuable observa- 
tions, made and recorded by our pharmacist, W. H. Martin, show what 
climatic advantages this locality affords in the care and management of 
the insane over other places less favorably situated. 

RESTRAINT. 

Believing that restraint in some form underlies the whole#superstruct- 
ure of asylum custody and treatment of the insane; believing that all 
our public institutions are committed to the use of one or the other 
forms of restraint, namely, mechanical, medicinal, manual, or seclu- 
sional; and further believing that there are certain stages of insanity 
in which the patient can be better controlled by mechanical restraint 
than any other, in a certain number of cases we have employed it at 
this asylum and shall continue to do so, so long as our judgment leads us 
to believe that it will be conducive to the best interest and welfare of 
such special cases. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Head Farmer'' 8 Department, 

Three thousand feet of 14-inch sewer pipe laid from the west end of 
large brick sewer, to Napa River; average depth of ditch 3 feet, width 
3 feet. Five hundred feet of 14-inch sewer pipe laid from east end of 
large brick sewer to laundry building; average depth of ditch 11 feet, 
width 3 feet. Three hundred feet 6-inch sewer pipe laid to conduct 
water from washstand in carriage-house. Excavating cellar for new 
kitchen, 1,000 cubic yards of soil removed. 

Eight thousand six hundred and eighty-six cubic feet of macadam 
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placed upon roads. Ten thousand two hundred and ninety cubic feet 
of gravel placed upon roads. 

Slaughter-house, 18x24x16 feet, with shed 15x18, built at piggery. Two 
60-gallon cast-iron kettles set with brick. 

One hundred and eighty feet of six-board fence, posts 6 feet apart, 
built. Six hundred feet of three- wire fence, posts 16 feet apart, built. 
Eight hundred and fourteen feet of fence, two boards and two wires, 
with posts 8 feet apart, built. Thirteen hundred and thirty feet of stone 
fence 3 feet high and 3 feet wide, built. Four thousand two hundred 
feet of fence, four wires, with posts 10 feet apart, built. 

Two hundred thousand brick molded and set in kiln. 

Twelve hundred French prune trees planted. 

Ten acres of land grubbed and cleaned. 

Carpentered Department. 

Moved and rebuilt shed for transient horses. Built octagon house 
25 feet in diameter; tank-house, 16x16 feet, 26 feet high; 4,000-gallon 
brine tank; wagon shed, 16x30 feet; slaughter-house, 18x24, sides 16 feet 
high; shed 15x18 feet; swill-house, 12x13 feet, with elevator; small tool- 
liouse; two new washing machines; 460 feet picket fence; three new cars; 
new grain-room at stable, and two puddle mills, and lined clay pits at 
brick yard. 

Commenced and finished carpenter work on stone carriage-house, 
50x90 feet, one story high, and loft; on new kitchen, 40x70 feet, one 
story high, and basement; on scullery building, 30x40 feet, one story 
high; on cold-storage building, 30x40 feet, one story high. 

Moved and repaired refrigerator. In repairing windows, used 1,550 
feet of glass and 3,600 feet of sash cord. 

Made 5 new wardrobes, frames and platforms for 2 new elevators, 11 
wire screen safes, 15 wire window screens, 15 bureaus (3 drawers each), 
13 stepladders, 5 house ladders, 3 wagon beds (for coal), 2 wagon beds 
(for wood), 1 wagon bed (for hay), 2 hay bucks, 3 large doors for rear 
yards, 3 wheelbarrows, 7 brick molds, 4 large tables for kitchen, 32 small 
tables for patients, 4 lock chairs, 2 large tables and flour bins combined, 
15 benches for the yards, 25 baker's poles, 4 large water-troughs, 13 bread- 
boxes, and 11 new trays. 

Made over 30 wooden beds with side boards and castors, and glazed 6 
large hot-bed sashes. Also made many improvements in engine and 
boiler-rooms. 

Engineer's Department. 

Laid 17,038 square feet corrugated iron roofing and 498 square feet 
tin roofing. Put on 9,900 square feet black iron ceiling; laid 175 square 
feet galvanized iron over-floor in refrigerator; put up 584 feet of galvan- 
ized iron gutter and 126 feet of galvanized iron leaders. 

Removed 4 old boilers from boiler-room; set 2 new steel boilers 65 
horse-power each; re-set 2 steel boilers 65 horse-power each, all in one 
battery, with full fronts; connected them with, and put up, new chim- 
ney, 65 feet long and 40 inches square, and fitted the boilers with new 
connections and gauges throughout. 

Put in 1 new steel hot water boiler under new kitchen; 1 new hot 
water boiler under center building; new ice plant, with capacity for 
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making 1,000 pounds per day; 1 new clutch on main line shaft; 1 shirt, 
cuff, and collar polisher in laundry; new feed-cutting plant at stable; 1 
new line shaft in refrigerator-room, with all the necessary pulleys and 
sheaves, and connected the same with main line shaft in engine-room 
by means of 160 feet of steel wire cable; 1 new coffee mill, 1 ice-cream 
freezer, 1 meat chopper, 1 grindstone, 1 new Bristol's revolving gauge, 1 
new steam engine (2 horse-power), 670 feet of new leather belting from 
2 to 10 inches wide, 1 new 500-pound fly wheel on main line shaft, 1 
new Spencer's damper regulator on steam boilers, 1 new hydraulic ram 
elevator in new kitchen, also 1 in new swill-house, 1 new steel smoke 
stack 18 inches in diameter, 65 feet high, 1 hydraulic main, 3 new stand 
pipes on gas retorts, 1 cast-iron turn-table 40 inches in diameter, 4 new 
Sunset radiators, 5 new stoves, 12 water-closets, 15 new steel elevator 
cables, 56 new faucets, 112 valves from i to 8 inches in size, water pipes 
into slaughter-house, brick-yard, and dairyman's yard, 5 new chande- 
liers, 54 single gas jets and 3 electric bells. 

Moved and set up 1 hot water boiler under "A" ward, and connected 
the same with Male Infirmary; 1 under " Y" ward, and connected the 
same with the Female Infirmary; pipe used 1^ inches in diameter. 
Run 2,800 feet of electric wire connecting infirmaries with watchman's 
electric clock in center building. Moved and set up two 3,000-gallon 
water tanks connecting with mains, laundry, and kitchen, with 2-inch 
connections. Made and set up 2 large wrought-iron pipe utensil racks. 
Made 2 new sets of tinware for steam tables in new kitchen. Made, 
lined with galvanized iron, set up, and connected 8 new sinks. Moved, 
set, and connected 6 cast-iron kettles, 3 steam tables, 1 new steam table, 
2 coffee boilers, and 2 tea boilers. Fitted new kitchen, scullery, and 
refrigerating-room with hot and cold water, gas and steam pipes, and 
waste and steam pipes. Put water, gas, and sewer pipes into new barn. 
Took down, repaired, and put up 94 steam radiators. Laid 536 feet of 
new railroad track; also took up, filled in, and relaid 260 feet of old 
railroad track. Put in 2 coils, 600 feet l^-inch iron pipe each, and 
changed the refrigerating system from direct expansion to the Bryne 
system. Made 1 wrought-iron truss bridge, 2 feet wide by 40 feet long, 
to carry sewer across slough. Made and put up 2 ventilating stacks, 
one 25 feet, the other 5 feet high; also 1 large coffee roaster and 1 new 
soap boiler in laundry. 

Hfilve used 7,821 feet of pipe from i to 8 inches in diameter; 280 feet 
of soil pipe, 2 to 4 inches in diameter, and 190 feet of sewer pipe, 6 to 8 
inches in diameter. 

Painter^s Department. 

Twenty thousand eight hundred and thirty-nine square yards of 
surface painted; 23,360 square yards of surface kalsomined; 436 square 
yards of surface grained and varnished; 520 feet of picket fence painted; 
1 room frescoed; 13 wardrobes, 64 stands, 328 chairs, 40 tables, 95 head- 
boards, 66 bedsteads, 4 vehicles, 20 bureaus, 20 benches, 18 ladders, 11 
wire safes, 8 wheelbarrows, and 7 lock-chairs painted and varnished. 
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Mason^a Department. 

Laid 1,183 square feet cement floor and sidewalk; also 230 square feet 
tile floor. 

Plastered 251 square yards of surface in difierent portions of the 
building. 

Built 28,823 cubic feet of stone wall, also 6,134 cubic feet of brick work. 

Sewing Department. 

I would respectfully call your attention to the number of articles 
made in our sewing-room, as set forth in the table relating to that subject. 

REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

The repairs in and about so large a building, and especially when 
occupied by as many destructive and incompetent individuals, must of 
necessity call for the expenditure of quite a large sum of money; and 
especially is this true after a building and its fixtures have been in use 
for seventeen years. Notwithstanding the amount of money needed for 
repairs, and the large sum spent in making improvements in the various 
departments, as shown by our report, we have succeeded in carrying the 
work forward with the funds at our disposal. • 

I would specially call your attention to the fact that during the last 
two fiscal years we have erected a new stone kitchen, costing $2,984 77; 
a new stone scullery, costing $1,631, and a new stone cold-storage room 
and butcher shop, costing $1,517 89. This entire plant, which places our 
culinary department outside of and disconnected from any other build- 
ing, has cost the State $6,133 66. By erecting these new structures, for 
the purposes indicated, we have been able to add a new ward to the 
institution, by using the old kitchen, which will accommodate thirty 
additional patients. As shown in our last report, the living-room for 
each patient in this asylum has cost the State $1,222; this being true, the 
value of this increased living capacity to the State is $36,660. Deduct 
from this amount the cost of the new culinary department, the total 
cost of which is $6^133 66, and we have remaining $30,526 34, represent- 
ing the increased valuation of the State's property at this institution, all 
of which has been accomplished by the erection of these new structures. 

We have also erected during this time a new stone barn, costing 
$2,803 73, which furnishes us a greatly needed place for carriages and 
wagons when not in use, as well as adding largely to our capacity for 
storing unbaled hay. For the dimensions of these difierent buildings I 
would respectfully refer you to other portions of this report. 

For some time this institution has had appropriated for maintenance 
for each two fiscal years the sum of $408,000. The appropriation, 
however, for the forty-fifth and forty-sixth fiscal years, was reduced to 
$400,000, the reduction being made owing to the belief that the number 
of patients would be reduced to 1,300 by the opening of the two new 
asylums. In July, 1893, 40 patients were transferred to the Southern 
California Asylum, and in December, 1893, 60 patients were transferred 
to the M(Mulocino State Asylum. Notwithstanding this reduction in 
numbers wo have maintained, instead of 1,300, during the forty-fifth fiscal 
year, an average daily number of 1,377, and at the close of the above- 
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mentioned year were able to transfer to the maintenance fund of the 
forty-sixth fiscal year $1,138 50; while the average per diem capita 
expense for the forty-fourth and forty-fifth fiscal years has been 39^ 

cents. 

On July^ 1, 1892, the commencement of the forty-fourth fiscal year, 
we had in the contingent fund $7,192 86; on June 30, 1894, the close of 
the forty-fifth fiscal year, we had in the same fund $6,143 06. Consid- 
ering the improvements that have been carried forward to completion 
during the last two fiscal years, our contingent fund is in an excellent 
condition. 

From the foregoing brief statement I feel satisfied that you will join 
me in the belief that during the last past two fiscal years strict economy 
has been exercised in the management of this great charity, and 
further, that there exists a general consensus of opinion to the effect 
that the State's unfortunate wards at this institution have never been 
better cared for. 

I would recommend to you, gentlemen of the Board, that the new 
ward, before mentioned, be arranged and fitted up for a working ward, 
in which shall be made all the clothing worn by the male patients of 
this institution. 

APPROPRIATIONS NEEDED. 

We need an appropriation for the purpose of constructing an entire 
new sewer system, in and about the building. The following is a report 
of the State Board of Health in reference to the matter, a thorough 
examination having been made of our present system by those gentle- 
men, on or about October 1, 1891 : 

Dr. Gabdneb, Superintendent of Napa Insane Asylum^ Napa, Cal.: 

Dear Doctor: At a meeting of the State Board of Health, held on the 24th instant, 
the Secretary was instructed to communicate to you the views of the Board, with refer- 
ence to certain changes which they desire should he made, affecting the comfort and 
safety of the inmates of the institution under your charge. 

The Board desires that the recommendations herein contained should be put in execu- 
tion with the least possible delay, so that the work may be completed, if possible, before 
the rainy season sets in. 

A transcript of a portion of the minutes herein appended, embodies the views of the 
Board with reference to the changes which, in their opinion, it is within their province 
to recommend. 

The asylum is overcrowded. The system of sewers for the institution is of vitrified 
stone-pipe, laid in the basement from each water-closet to the central sewer, which leads 
to an open field, remote from the building. The pipes underneath the building often 
clog and burst, requiring freouent disturbance, whicn in a decree vitiates the atmosphere 
of the basement. This would not be serious, inasmuch as it is thoroughly ventilated, 
were it not that the heating apparatus is situated here, and the air used for heating the 
building is obtained from the basement, and not from the open air, where it should be. 
These faults are all susceptible of removal by the single expedient of constructing 
water-closets and lavatories in the court, separate from the main buildings, but commu- 
nicating with them, and abandoning all the water-closets in the main buildings. This 
would relieve the overcrowding bv one hundred persons. 

Bv taking up the sewer and soil pipes now in tne basement and extending the sewer 
in the most direct line to the new outside closets on to the power-house, the sewer would 
be complete. All waste pipes should be provided with a catch basin, leaving an air 
space. That portion of the sewer which passes underneath the building should be of 
iron. The basemeat floor should be biiuminized. This would relieve the plethora, 
purify the basement, furnish improved closets, free the dormitories from sewer gases, 
and stop the nuisance of breaking and clogging soil and sewer pipes underneath the 
building.

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The following quotation from our last report, ending June 30, 1892, 
holds with as much force now as then, hence its appearance here and in 
this connection: 

'' The granting of this appropriation may be looked upon by our legisla- 
tors from two standpoints, namely, humane and financial. The humane 
side of the question can be passed over with very few words, and from the 
fact that a self-evident necessity, one that affects the lives and comfort 
of one thousand human beings, should be met and relieved by the State, 
guided by that ever-present spirit of charity which has always been 
extended to 'this institution and its patients from the time of its erection 
to the present. In considering the financial side of this question I will 
state that the first cost of this asylum was over $1,750,000. Of course, 
these figures do not riepresent what it has cost to date with the many 
improvements that have been made during the last sixteen years; never- 
theless, we will make this the basis of our argument, knowing that our 
estimates will be under rather in excess of the exact amount. We have 
in this asylum to-day one thousand four hundred and thirty-one patients, 
and each patient, according to the first cost of the structure, has a home 
that cost the State $1,222. By constructing an entire new system of 
sewerage, as recommended by the State Board of Health, we would increase 
the liTing capacity of each ward so as to accommodate four more patients. 
In this manner room could be made for one hundred and twelve addi- 
tional patients. As stated before, the housing of each of these people is 
worth $1,222, and to furnish room for the one hundred and twelve above 
mentioned , means a saving to the State in increased living capacity repre- 
sented by $136,864. Now, while I am not prepared to state the exact 
amount which will have to be expended in constructing this new system 
of sewerage, still I am satisfied that it will be much less than $136,864; 
and every dollar that the new system costs less than the above-mentioned 
sum means a clear saving in dollars and cents to the State of California, 
besides meeting and remedying a condition which is a menace, as it now 
exists, alike to both patients and employes. 

" We are also in need of an appropriation to be used in erecting three 
cottages for the physicians at this asylum. One of the absolute needs 
of this institution is a large and commodious ward, which will accommo- 
date forty patients, to be used as a working ward. In this ward would 
be cut and made all the wearing apparel of our male patients. This 
would materially decrease the present cost of this department, and our 
men would be much better and more comfortably clothed. By erecting 
and occupying the above-mentioned cottages, such a ward could be 
secured in our center building. We will thus secure living room for 
forty additional patients; which, pursuing the same line of argument 
as before, would be worth to the State $48,880 in increased living 
accommodations. As in the case of sewerage, every dollar that the 
cottages and the fitting up of wards 6osts less than the above sum, is 
clear gain to the State in dollars and cents.'' 

An appropriation of at least $408,000 should be made for the main- 
tenance of our people during the forty-seventh and forty-eighth fiscal 
years. 

These appropriations are needed, and, both from a humane and 
financial point of view, it would be pursuing a sound and economic 
policy for our next Legislature to grant them. 
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ENTERTAINMENTS. 

The entertainments have been as many and varied as possible. There 
have been, in addition to the regular Friday evening dances in the 
amusement hall, weekly open-air concerts by the brass band; musical 
entertainment by the orchestra, and dramatic entertainments during 
the winter months, by the employes of the institution, at intervals of 
about six weeks. In addition, friends from the outside have been more 
than kind with their assistance, have never refused whe^ asked, and 
have more frequently offered their services. 

We .take this opportunity of expressing our obligations to Prof. J. L.
